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THE SHAKESPEARE TERCENTENARY. 

The Philadelphia Committee, charged with the preparation of a suit- 
able commemoration of the Tercentenary of Shakespeare's death, was 
organized in June, 1915, at a meeting called by Mr. H. La Barre Jayne, to 
whom belongs the credit of having taken the initiative in an endeavor to 
have Philadelphia join in the general movement throughout the country to 
pay a tribute to the memory of the greatest figure in English literature. 
At that meeting, representatives of some fifty institutions — colleges, high 
schools, literary, dramatic and musical associations — ^were present, and 
an organization was effected with the election of Professor Felix R 
Schelling, head of the Department of English, University of Pennsylvania, 
as chairman. A preliminary plan, prepared by a special committee, was 
accepted as a basis and, in the course of the summer, sub-committees were 
appointed to prepare more detailed plans for the following features to 
form part of the Tercentenary Commemoration: 

First. — Suitable exercises in the public and private schools. 

Second. — Commemoration by colleges and universities. 

Third. — Commemoration in clubs and societies. 

Fourth. — Commemoration in the Churches and Sunday Schools of the 
city and vicinity. 

Fifth. — Performances of Shakespearean plays. 

Sixth. — A permanent memorial to Shakespeare in Philadelphia. 

Seventh. — An Exhibition of Shakespeariana. 

To these committees were subsequently added a special conunittee on 
music and a committee on finance. 

The active work of the committees began in the fall of 1915, and as a 
result we have the privilege of announcing a program, comprehensive in 
its scope and one that we feel will give Philadelphia a leading position 
among cities commemorating the Tercentenary. 

In the public and private schools of Philadelphia the week of May ist 
was designated Shakespeare Week, to be marked by appropriate exercises 
within the schools. 

Outside of the special exercises arranged for throughout the city for 
Churches and Sunday Schools, for clubs and societies and for colleges, we 
desire more particularly to call attention to the three features of the 
Commemoration as appealing to the community at large: 

First. — The public exhibition of a collection of Shakespeariana, the 
scope and character of which is set forth in the Introduction to the Cata- 
logue of Shakespeariana. This exhibition, to be opened for three weeks, 
April 29th to May 21st, inclusive (daily, from 9 A. M. to 5 P. M., and 
Sundays, i to 5 P. M.), affords the general public an opportunity not only 
of seeing rare editions of the plays, but of following the history of 
Shakespearean criticisms and Shakespearean studies. Special attention 
has been given in this exhibition to the part taken by our own city in pro- 
ducing the plays of the great dramatist and in contributing to their inter- 



pretation. It is to be hoped more particularly that the colleges, public and 
private schools of this city will afford their students and pupils an oppor- 
tunity of visiting this unusual exhibition. 

Second, — For the Shakespeare Festival, which will form the culmina- 
tion of the Commemoration, and which is to be held in the Academy of 
Music on Friday, May I2th, at 2 P. M., a most attractive and indeed 
unusual program has been provided and the committee has been fortunate 
in securing the co-operation of the great English actor-manager. Sir 
Herbert Beerbohm Tree, who will deliver the Commemoration address on 
''Shakespeare's Art." Mr. David Bispham, the eminent artist, whom 
Philadelphia claims as one of her own, will give a recital of Shakespearean 
songs. In addition to this, Shakespearean songs will be sung by a chorus 
of two hundred chosen from the Mahler Symphony Chorus, as well as by 
the Fortnightly Qub, a male chorus of seventy voices. Both groups will 
be under the direction of Mr. Henry Gordon Thunder, who will also direct 
an orchestra composed of members of the Philadelphia Orchestra, who will 
contribute instrumental music incidental to Shakespeare's plays. Mrs. 
Otis Skinner has kindly consented to read Ben Jonson's famous lines to 
the memory of Shakespeare ; and to further grace the occasion, Mr. 
Alfred Noyes, the distinguished English poet, will read for the first time 
an "Ode to Shakespeare," written for the occasion. 

Third. — In order to mark the Tercentenary in a more permanent way 
the committee has decided to launch the project of a memorial to the great 
poet in this city. We are happy to announce that the Fairmount Park 
Art Association, with commendable public spirit, has agreed to contribute 
$10,000 towards a monument to Shakespeare, conditional upon our com- 
mittee raising a similar amount. It is proposed that this monument 
shall also symbolize the Shakespeare tradition of Philadelphia by having 
suitable tablets and designs attached to it, commemorative of the services 
of the late Horace Howard Fumess, the great Shakespearean scholar, and 
of Shakespearean actors, such as Edwin Forrest and Joseph Jefferson, 
both of whom were born in this city, and John McCuUough, E. D. Daven- 
port and Edwin Booth, all of whom were closely associated with 
Philadelphia.

THE SHAKESPEARE EXHIBITION 

The Philadelphia Exhibition of Shakespeare's Works and of Shake- 
speariana, which is here offered to public attention, differs somewhat in 
scope and character from the similar exhibitions now open in Boston and 
New York. The former is the exhibition, by a single public institution, 
of its own accumulated treasures. And it should be a matter of interest 
to Philadelphians to remember that the nucleus of Elizabethan books in 
the famous collection of the Boston Public Library was begun by Thcnnas 
Penant Barton, the first American collector of Shakespeare, and a 
Philadelphian by birth. The New York exhibition is a loan exhibition, 
made up, in its most important parts, from the priceless treasures of three 
or four princes among American bibliophiles. Our Philadelphia collec- 
tion, then, differs in its drawing almost equally from public and private 
sources and in its local character in which their place is given not only 
to the works of Shakespeare himself, but also to those books about him 
in which our city has contributed its honorable share to a world chorus 
of eulogy, explication, and learning. 

For the convenience of visitors to the Exhibition, the books have been 
arranged in a series of groups which will be found set forth in a follow- 
ing page. Heading the Works of Shakespeare, is a fine copy of "the first 
folio" a name pre-empted from all other books by the first collected 
edition of Shakespeare's plays, 1623, "our one rock of certainty/' as to 
text, "in a sea of surmise." After the other three folios, of which the 
third is by far the rarest, follow the English scholarly and critical editions 
beginning with that of Nicholas Rowe in 1709. An even more interesting 
group is that of the Shakespeare Quartos, original and in facsimile, from 
the poet's own day to 1750. A quarto in Elizabeth's day was a trivial 
publication, often carelessly printed and costing only a sixpence. It has 
recently been said that a Shakespeare quarto has long ceased to be worth 
its weight in gold; its worth is now its weight in English banknotes, for 
tome of the quartos, in banknotes of decidedly large denomination. 
Shakespeare's working library consisted of practically three books with a 
fourth that he carried in his head. The three are Holingshed's 
''Chronicles of England," to which he went for his history of England, 
Plutarch's "Parallel Lives," translated by Sir Thomas North, which he 
sought for classical history, and Painter's "Palace of Pleasure," wherein 
he found romantic tales of contemporary Italian life. Copies of all of these 
will be found in this collection and likewise an old copy of the Bishops' 
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Bible, the book that Shakespeare carried in his head. Shakespeare was 
more frequently alluded to in his time than any other dramatist, except 
perhaps Ben Jonson. Books containing these allusions are grouped here 
together, among them the earliest by Robert Greene, in 1593, Mere's 
tantalizing list of plays, in 1598, and the lists of players in the Jonson 
folio of 1616 that prove Shakespeare to have been an actor in comedy and 
tragedy as well Of the modem books, it is less easy to speak, they are 
so many. 

In the special section, Shakespeare in Philadelphia, we go back in 
point of time to a note to the effect that the Philadelphia Library 
Company owned a copy of Shakespeare in the year 1746; to a poem en- 
titled "Science," 1762, in which Francis Hopkinson alludes to the great 
dramatist, and to the first American edition of Shakespeare, published in 
this city by Bioren and Madan in 1795. One of the earliest critical works 
devoted solely to Shakespeare is William Richardson's "Philosophical 
Analysis of Some of Shakespeare's Remarkable Characters," 1788, also 
published here. Passing intervening works for want of space, the greatest 
of Philadelphia's glories Shakespearean is the New Variorum edition of 
the poet's dramas, completed to include eleven of the greatest tragedies 
and comedies by the late Dr. Horace Howard Fumess, and now continu- 
ing in the competent hands of his son and namesake. Lastly, the large 
collection of portraits of Shakespeare, pictured illustrations of his works 
and portraits of celebrated actors in his plays cannot but interest all lovers 
of the drama and the stage. 

The Committee calls especial attention to the model of the Globe 
Theatre, which has been constructed upon a careful study of contemporary 
evidence, the exhibition of which has been made possible by the generosity 
of Mr. Horace Howard Furness, Jr. 

A special designation of the source of each will be found beside each 
book or other object as well as in the catalogue which follows. None the 
less, and in conclusion, the Committee in charge wishes to convey to the 
several libraries, and to the many individual contributors who have made 
this Exhibition possible, its hearty appreciation of their co-operation and 
of their generosity in lending their treasures.

This production of "The Comedy of Errors" by the Philomathean 
Society is to be presented in a structure built to reproduce the old Globe 
Theatre, which stood on the banks of the Thames in Southwark and in 
which a majority of Shakespeare's plays were originally produced. The 
Elizabethan Theatre is the natural outgrowth of the productions of the 
old plays in inn courtyards by strolling players. It was built on the lines 
of these old inns and marks the historical basis of the theatre of our 
day. The company presented its play at one side of the courtyard and 
the spectators occupied the balconies which encircled the building. Some 
of these developed into the boxes in which sat the more wealthy specta- 
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tors. The common people stood in the courtyard to witness the perform- 
ance. Therefore, when a permanent building was erected the rabble 
naturally occupied the pit, open to the sky, which took the place of the 
courtyard. The stage projected out into the pit. Young noblemen sat on 
stools along the outer edge, thus giving them an opportunity of show- 
ing off their finery and of laughing, drinking and smoking between 
scenes, or even during the performance. There was little or no scenery 
in the modem sense, and everything was left to the imagination of the 
spectators. 

The Globe Theatre was considered by a contemporary "the fairest 
that was ever in England." It occupied the site of an earlier and much 
poorer structure of the same kind which had been burnt to the ground. 
More is known of it than of any of the early theatres because it was 
occupied by the company of which Shakespeare was a member in the 
days when that company was at the height of its popularity under the 
royal patronage of King James. 

On the basis of careful historical research, plans were drawn up by 
Dr. Horace Howard Fumess, Jr., which he loaned to the University. 
A model of the Globe Theatre prepared for Dr. Fumess is included in 
the Shakespearean Exhibition at the Academy of the Fine Arts. 

The story of "The Comedy of Errors" is that of the amusing situa- 
tions developing from the confusion of the twin brothers Antipholus and 
their twin servants Dromeo. 

This production is the seventh annual Elizabethan revival of the 
Philomathean Society. Among the Societjr's former productions are 
"The Shoemakers Holiday" by Thomas Dekker, "The Alchemist" by 
Ben Jonson, and "The Knight of the Burning Pestle" by Francis Beau- 
mont and John Fletcher. However, on account of the larger scope of. 
"The Comedy of Errors" and on account of its importance as repre- 
sentative of the University in the Shakespeare Tercentenary Celebra- 
tion, the cast was selected from the entire student body. 

The members of the two casts have been trained under the able in- 
struction of Mr. Percy Winter, the son of William Winter, the notable 
dramatic critic. Mr. Winter was the manager of the Orpheum Stock 
Company of Philadelphia, and is a dramatic expert of wide experience.

There will gather at Eight o' the Stroke o* the Clocke, a 
goodelie Companie of Gentlefolk (and thereto Grentle women) , besides 
the Commonaltie that do make up the Moitie everywhere, and likwise 
a Sorte of Stage Players that will desport them in the Qualitie that they 
profess for the Delectation of the General. 

Our gentle Will Shakespeare, our English Roscius, Dick Burbage, 
and thereto also other Sharers, Players, Factors and pert and pretty 
Boyes of my Lord Chamberlaine his Servants will play in sundrie 
Scaenes from those delectable Commedies entitled The Taming of the 
Shrew and As You Like It and from that Tragic comoedia of tristeful 
Sorrow and pleasant mirth. The Winters Tale. 

It had been a Matter to be wished that our little Salathiel Pavey 
had beene of our Cry to enact, as he hath done so oft, the blooming 
Perdita; but envious and sullen Death (which Prince nor Player can 
denie) hath ordained otherwise and strooken him from our mortal 
Liste. Wherefore our learned Ben, whose pen is dipt in Castaly, hath 
writ ane Epitaph which, knowing none other can better read it than him- 
self, himself will read in Sorrow for the Childe he so did love. But 
grieve not too much, there be other apple-cheekt Boyes as able to play 
Ganemede to Jove himself and some, an ye will come, shall ye see. 

But that ye may not feare (for that a man is ever censured by 
the Companie that he keepeth), how shall we know that several my 
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L6rds of her Majesties Council shall not come hither? Stale them shall 
I not by the recounting of their several titles and honors. But, God 
wot, if I should be too amazed if that Atlas of our England, my Lord 
of Burleigh, should doff his heavie Loade to joine the harmless Follie 
of the Time, or my gracious Lords, the Earls of Southampton and of 
Pembroke, who so have loved our Shakespeare and prosecuted his 
Works with their honored Protection. Mayhap Sir Frauncis Walsing- 
ham, her Majesties Secretary, may chance to leave his Quilles and his 
winged Packets that post at his bidding over Lands and Seas. And 
who can tell, too, if that other staide and statelie Sir Frauncis Bacon, 
he that derideth Plays, howsoever he accepteth Masque and Triumphs 
and others like "Toyes," as he termeth them, may leave his Essayes for 
the Advancement of Learning, and his mighty Instaurations for a care- 
less Houre of Sport with the Motley. 

Nor will I lie to you, patient and beloved Reader; in the Stars in 
their Orbits, their Aspects and Influences, little am I learned. Yet 
foreasmuch as the humble sublunary Lover may adore the heavenly 
Lumenary that maketh glad the Night, so may even I, an Ignorant En- 
deavorer prognosticate: Who knoweth that our English Belphoebe, our 
Island Britomart, the divine Csmthia, illuming our little Globe, as she 
ilkimeth the World, whose glorie as the Poet saith is at the full and

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THE UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA'S COURSE OF 
PUBUC LECTURES ON SHAKESPEARE 

Under the auspices of the Department of English of the University 
of Pennsylvania a course of eight lectures on Shakespeare commemora- 
tive of the 300th anniversary of his death was offered to the public in 
Houston Hall every Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock, from March i 
to April 10, 1916, inclusive. 

These lectures were given as the contribution of the University of 
Pennsylvania to the Tercentenary commemoration. The lectures were 
well attended, Houston Hall being crowded upon every occasion. For 
the first lecture of the series, by Mr. John Masefield, there were so many 
applications for seats that the University authorities were obliged to en- 
gage the auditorium of a nearby church, into which nearly two thou- 
sand people were crowded, and from which almost again as many were 
turned away, because of the limited capacity of the church auditorium.

It is the purpose of 
the committee in charge to print them in a memorial volume for general 
distribution. 



OTHER EVENTS. 

The Contemporary Club devoted its March meeting to a discussion 

of the history of Shakespeare in Philadelphia, in which several members 

of the Philadelphia Committee, including the Chairman, Prof. Felix E. 

Schelling, Mr. Horace Howard Fumess, Jr., Mr. Harrison S. Morris and 

others took part. 
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The Hathaway Club, of Philadelphia, held a commemorative meeting 
on the afternoon of April 14th. The University Qub of Philadelphia, 
on Tuesday evening, April 25th, was addressed by the Hon. Hampton 
L. Carson, on "Shakespeare as a Lawyer." On March 7th the Mount 
Airy Literary Club of Philadelphia gave a Shakespeare Musical Even- 
ing. The New Century Club of Philadelphia, besides an evening devoted 
to Elizabethan revels, has had a series of Shakespeare afternoons, con- 
sisting of lectures, readings, etc., in which Edith Wynne Matheson, Miss 
Elizabeth Carpenter, Miss Anne Hollingsworth Wharton, Mrs. Otis 
Skinner, Mrs. Samuel Woodward and a number of others took part. 
The Philomusian Club of Philadelphia also gave a number of Shake- 
speare evenings. On May 5th the Catholic Historical Society will give 
a Tea and Reception commemorative of Shakespeare. Many other clubs 
throughout the city have arranged similar events or are contemplating 
doing so. Many of these have been planned by the Committee of which 
Mrs. H. S. P. Nichols is Chairman and under her guidance and under 
the auspices of the Federation of Women's Qubs suitable commemora- 
tions have been arranged for in several hundred communities through- 
out Pennsylvania. These have taken, for the most part, the form of 
plays, pageants, revels, dances, and musical performances. 

The Committee in charge of the observance of Shakespeare Ter- 
centenary in public and private schools in Philadelphia has prepared an 
attractive pamphlet with suggestive programs of dramatizations, read- 
ings from Shakespeare, talks on the life and writings of Shakespeare, 
illustrated lectures on the Shakespeare country and Shakespeare music. 
This pamphlet and the work of the Committee has resulted in the ar- 
rangement in almost every school in Philadelphia of a celebration for 
the first week in May, which has been set aside as Shakespeare Week. 
The pupils have been urged to visit the exhibition of Shakespeareana 
and to attend the exercises of the Shakespeare Festival to be held May 
I2th at the Academy of Music at 2 o'clock. 

The notable performance of "The Taming of the Shrew" which 
was given on April 9th by the pupils of the Baldwin School of Bryn 
Mawr, under the direction of Mrs. Otis Skinner, is an example of many 
of the programs arranged. Bryn Mawr, Haverford, Temple University, 
Swarthmore, Friends* School of Germantown, the Shipley School of Bryn 
Mawr, the National School of Elocution, the William Penn High School, 
the Wright School, Central and Southern High Schools, and many others 
have all contributed their parts in attractive and interesting programs. 

The Committee on Churches and Sunday Schools has also been 
active in urging all denominations to contribute to the TercentenaryN of 
Shakespeare. Sermons and series of talks on Shakespeare have been ar- 
ranged in many of the churches and, in some of the Sunday schools, 
there are to be addresses, plays and pageants arranged for the month of 
May.
